The submarine which fired the 
torpedo was not geen from the Cameronta, 
The explosion was a severe one, and a 
number of the crew and soldiers were 
killed by it. The soldiers were below at 
tea, and as they rushed on deck the first 
thing they saw was the effects of the ex- 
plosion and signs of the deaths that had 
been caused. There was excitement, but no 
panic, and the men soon got to their 
stations; but owing to the density of the 
crowd on the deck it was difficult-for the 
feamen to get to their work on the life- 
boats. The captain did not stop the ship, 
but carried on to get treo of the danger 
area before stopping. There was no hope 
of saving the vessel, 

About half an hour elapsed between the 
explosion and the going down of the ship, 
yet the very largo body of troops was 
safely got on to destroyers and into the 
lifeboats with a loss which, beyond those 
killed or drowned through the explosion, 


was comparatively small considering the 
number carried, ‘The army officers wero 
admirable and did many brave and ready 
things in the trying circumstances. The 
ship's officers and men had tremendous 
work to do, and overy membur of the crew 
did his duty with skil] and. gallantry. 


A GREATHEART OF THE SEA. 


No finer deed was done at seo than by. 
the chief officer, Robort McBurnie, who 
Jost his life This gallant officer, who 
was one of the last to leave the ship, was 
much exhausted by hig strenuous work in 
Betting out the lifeboata; yet when safe 
on board a destroyer he dived into the 


‘water to reseuy men who wero drowning, 


Most ‘probably his atrongth was already 
too far gone, but it was his nature to 
respond to the call. 


On a previous voyage McBurnic had 
been on the Anchor liner California, 
which was also torpedoed, and he had 
suffered from exposure through giving 
most of hin clothes to other people in 
the lifeboat who were worse off than him- 
self. Ho was a native of Ayr and leaves 
a widow and children. The men of the 
Cameronin will never forget this Great- 
heart of thy merchant service, 


THE OAPTAIN’S BOY. 


One incident which did much to break 
tho excitement in the first minute wag the 
behaviour of a small Scottish youth, tho 
boy, who carricd hig 
megaphone. The captain told the boy to 
shout to the men to keep steady, and the 
boy went to the head of ‘the bridge com- 
panion and shouted through the niega- 
phone :--" Steady there, men; keep cool ; 
keep your heads, men: it’s a’ ric t: nae 
hurry, men,” and #0 on. The sight of 
this small youth’ with hig big megaphone 
giving these sober instructions made the 
soldiers grin and relieved the tension at 
an awkward invment. 

This littl Glasgow boy showed his 
sharpness in several ways in these thirty 
minutes, The captain sent the 
boy io his cabin for his whistle. 
The boy could not find it, but 
instead of returning .to.- the bridge, 
a8 Most boys would have done, he slipped 
through the soldiers and got to the wire- 
lesa cabin, where he saw an operator with 
a whistle in his mouth. He jumped up 
and selzed it and was off like a shot with 

explanation, Cap'n wants x 
"This plucky lad wanted to 
remain in the ship to the end with the 
captain, and had to be taken by the collar 
and heaved over the side on to a, 
destroyer. 


When the ship was stopped the lifeboats 
were speedily lowered.

“It 
Wag abuut 16 minuwas,” he said, © between 
the moment, of the explosion und the time 
that the Ifongolta went down.

tinkle of falling and breaking glass, and [. 


then a long, drawn-out moun ay the water 
rushed into the ship and the air rushed 
out, [¢ was a gruesome sort of sound. 
Gradually sho went down stern first and 
for a time sho stood uw in that way with 
her bows protruding from the sea. Then 
her forepart settled down until she was 
on the bottom on a level keel with about 
six feet of her mast-tops standing out. 
above the water. It was a most sudden 
and moat tragic experience. Of course, 
Wwe cannot say what sort of « ming it was, 
but the general opinion. iy that iv was 
cithey a single mine with a time-fuse, 

that first struck the bowa and then drifted 
along the sides until it exploded amid- 
ships and right under the engine room or 
olse two mines chained together that ran 
under the bows and exploded, one ‘on 
cither side. The noise was simply 
terrific. 


“The explosion occurred at just ‘about 
mid-day on June ¥3rd and soon the sea 
all round was black with coal dust, from 
the ‘bunkers around which the mine had 
done the most damage. There must have 
beon fearful holes in her sides and all 
those in the enging room, sbout 30 or 40 
hands, of whotn three were European 
Engineers met their end at thiy moment. 
‘There must have been abou, UO first-class 
and 100 second-class passengers on board, 
bur though the Munyolia was obviously 
sinking there wag not the slightes, panic 
and very little excitement. We ha pack. 
ed all our life-belts away os we thought 
alt danger was past, but everybody 
speedily got a belt again and quick! 
braced it on. We were ubout 40 miles o 
the island. which containg the Jangari 
Estate and which ‘is about 60 miles a ong 
the coust south of Bombay. A lot of the. 
passengers and crew gor into the water, 
but nearly everybody who was not killed 
outright by the explosion wag saved, 
though some, were badly hurt. 1 was one 
of the last to go. The sua Wag very ough, 
and tho waves 30 or 40 feet high. One 
one thesurvivors-werg picked up, but poor 
Eri¢ Hope of Sassoon & Co., a, Singa- 
pore, could not be saved, 


“On the liner before she sank the 
officers and the crew were aplendidly cool 
and when the third officer said to me 
“* Yow'll have to get into the water now,” 
he said it just ag he would havo spoken 
in -ordinary conversation, Fourteen or 
fifteen of the boats eventually got away 
and although, in some of them, there were 
no seamen, they all made good progress 
under sail toward the coastline, Our 
boat had no expert guidance at first, but 
tho captain came along and transhipped 
tho chief mate to us and he took charge. 
Our craft Got close to the shoro when 

larkness was just coming down, and it 
was thought nat ‘safo to try to land 
through the breakers and the rocks and 
reefs. Some of the boats risked it and 
got in that night. 


“There were very few People on the 
island, at the Part where we landed, 
indeed, none bug natives. We landed at 
different pointy all along the coast and 
We got the sails off and rigged up tents, 
We had only ship’s biscuits and cocon- 
nuty to eat, excepting eight chiekens 
which did nog go far among $22 people 
and at first the natives charged 6d. for a, 
cocoanut and then the price soon rose to 
half-a-crown: English Money was all we 
had and as soon as the inhabitants found 
that they were getting only English coing 
there wag an outcry. We spont all that 
Sunday nigh; on the island and on Mon- 
day morning walked to the other side, 
where native sailing craft, took us to the 
Mainland. - That evening the steamer 
Curlew, which used to const between Cal- 
cutta and Chandbally, picked us up. She 
took all the survivors, passengers and 
crew, and you can Guess that she was was. 
a pretty crowded ship, But there was 
plenty of. warm coffea.and. tea. to: be‘had 
and some bully beef and we were compara.
